Up 
f to this time there was no sugar cane in 
s the whole of the Zambesi Del.a. conae- 
tl queutly hundreds of tons of plants had 
s to lie lmporteel from tlie neighboring 
j Colony of Natal. The cane plants were 
hrouglit up tlie river in fleets of native 
j. canoes, ntde enough vessels, made by 
) simply scooping out the trunk of a 
, tree; hut, owing to the black man's 
’ innate penchant for sweet tilings more 
i than half the plants were eaten on the 
w-ay. the native children swarming like 
monkeys along the banks for a h'te ot 
, sugar-cane. The next task was the edu 
cation of the Kaffirs, a tedious htisi- 
, uvss, for before tliey could lie started 
on the A. B. C of the work, they hud 
, to be initiated in the reason for work a£ 
all, and then to be convinced of the ab¬ 
solute necessity tliat tlie worker should 
do a regular full day’s work. They pre¬ 
ferred an hour dr two at a tim • with -i 
corresponding amount of sleep to fol¬ 
low, aud If the overseer turned his bin-lt 
for a moment, he would find half Ids 
men fishing In tlie river or catching 
rats, the latter being a very tasty turn- 
sel to a Kaffir. However, perseverance, 
fair (treatment and good temper havu 
'•ad their reward; and to-day the com¬ 
pany has several hundred good work¬ 
ers. In June of 1893 the first crop was 
reaped, amounting to six hundred tons, 
bilt it was only finished in November, 
owing to the innumerable difficulties 
and del/fts before the natives could be 
taught how to work with machinery 
In 18! 14, eight hundred tons ol sugar 
were made In three mouths, which 
showed an immense Upprovemetit. To 
give tlie Kaffir his due. it must lie said 
that the tedium of Instructing him ia 
not without its alleviations, it was dis- 
t.tictJ\ humorous to watch the utter 
surprise on tile negro's countenance 
when lie first saw the sugar made aud 
tasted It; and that of the mail who. 
trying to stop tin* fly-wheel of one of 
tin- engines with his hands, found him- 
s-if precipitated into a heap of saw¬ 
dust some four yards off. The humor, 
howeier. was not always so 'uiunixod 
w'ith pain. A common accident was for 
the men to get their toes jar.lined iu 
trying to stop tlie loaded trucks of ratio 
with their naked feet.

It; is but a little thing, yet on its 
proper use depends much of the happi¬ 
ness of modern man. Why civilized 
teeth should be so rotten is a question 
which lias often been debated, and prob¬ 
ably the true answer is more complex 
than some would think. Many good 
mothers are content to put all toothache 
down to lollipops, but that sugar in it¬ 
self is not responsible for bad teeth is 
proved by the splendid “ivories" often 
possessed by jiegroes who practically 
live upon the sugar cane and thrive 
upon it, too, during the whole of the 
season when it is in maturity. Dental 
decay is common enough, however, 
ameug negroes in towns, and it seems 
clear that the caries of the teeth which 
is so common among most civilized 
races is due not to any particular article

who came to Pat Forriter’s aid; C. H. 
Raymond as the man who stood near 
the head of the stairway and fired the 
fatal shot whioh killed Gub Audrews, 
and the shot which wounded Dick 
Conley. 

Whilst both Raymond and Winters 
were strangers to these four principal 
witnesses for the people, James W il- 
lett was well known to each and every 
one of them, and particularly to 
Patrick Ferriter, by

If this question be true, should the 
■nstoni be abandoned nr should it be 
modified under medical instruction sc 
is to minimize the danger? 

The existence of micro-organ ism> 
:uimicul to life and health bus been es¬ 
tablished beyond dispute. Dr. Breiter 
founds his thesis, recently printed iu 
The Medical Record, on this hypothe¬ 
sis. But his leading point, insisted up- 
>n with much force, is the danger which 
is hidden in the apparently harmless 
and sometimes pleasing custom of shak¬ 
ing hands. He says: 

“That the surface of the human body 
is a very liotbed for the propagation of 
a great variety of micro-organisms 
Fuerbiuger, Mittmau, Bizzozero. Ma- 
giora and Welch have elucidated most 
conclusively. It is certainly beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that iu the presence 
of a predisposing factor and sometimes 
even without that the microbic diseases 
are ushered into existence by their indi¬ 
vidual prototypes, this being essentially 
brought about by contact in some way 
of the two contingent forces. Modern 
surgery is founded on this principle. 
The carefulness with which we prepare 
our bauds muT surgical instruments be¬ 
fore and after a surgical operation well 
exemplifies the importance of a famil¬ 
iarity with its dangers in every sense. 

“We recognize that many of our mi¬ 
crobic diseases, especially of the exam 
thematic type, eliminate their toxic ele¬ 
ment very largely through the medium 
of the skin, which undergoes extensive 
exfoliation, disseminating the |K>ison far 
and wide. Isolation is resorted to and 
enforced most rigorously, thereby cheek 
ing the spread of the disease, and then 
disinfectants lavishly used cause the de¬ 
struction of the offending armies. Iu 
the era of scientific prophylaxis conse¬ 
quent upon the introduction of tbo mi¬ 
croscope, bacteriology and antiseptics 
we fiud a steady decline of epidemics' 
either developing iu the outer world or 
iu our hospital wards. Yet accidental* 
inoculations of tuberculosis, smallpox 
and vaccinia, as well as more horrible 
diseases, still exist and are but demon¬ 
strations of either an unavoidable cause 
or a faulty observance of established 
data. ” 

Dr. Breiter gives a thorough discus¬ 
sion as to what may he the result of con¬ 
tact of the hands. He declares that with 
men who are of cleanly habits, but who 
have acquired disease and such as they 
would wish to hide from their fellow 
men, the specific bacillus of this disease 
has been found in filth collected from 
the baud. He hasfouud tubercle bacilli 
in the dirt taken from the hand of tin¬ 
man suffering from tuberculosis, the 
Klebs-LoetHer microbe among cases of 
suspected diphtheria and had no doubt 
that the specific germs of every mierffbic 
disease may and would be found in mil¬ 
lions on the surfaces of the hands if 
proper experimentation were made. Hu 
proceeds us follows: 

“Many victims of scarlet fever, botli 
in tlie early and desquamative stages, 
especially the latter, are walking tin- 
streets of every large city ready to iu 
graft upon tlie moist hand of any chance 
acquaintance tlie prolific virus of the 
disease. Tlie same may be said of per¬ 
sons with pulmonary tuberculosis, 
whoso hands and handkerchiefs, through 
constuut wiping of the mouth, are foul 
| und saturated with tlie bacteria laden 
expectoration of the disease. Tubt-rcu- 
I losis of the hand, the lesion large or 
; small in area, often painless and un¬ 
recognized as such for a long while and 
| perhaps untreated, is by no means an 
infrequent occurrence. Scabies, wo 
know, has a marked predilection for the 
i hand. Need 1 mention others? Now 
whether these conditions are the result 
of hand to hand contact or not does not 
matter. The conditions themselves are 
dangerous elements, and it is the eon-, 

1 sideration of such factors in the causa 
tion of disease thut we are studying 

“Of course the mucous membrane 
serves ns a better pabulum for tbe inva¬ 
sion and development of microorgan¬ 
isms, but the skin is not absolutely neg¬ 
ative iu that respect, and if it were it 
would make little, difference, as the 
I two, skin and mucous membrane, are 
very often in close apposition with each 
; other. We know that the hand has car- 
j ried bacteria to the mouth, disseminat¬ 
ing contagion iu that way.
